‘The conflict deepens, on ye braves’ 
—now have a ‘Stick of Dinatnlte,’ 
a ‘Wiseacre,’ and a ‘Man in the Fig,’ 
(beg pardon, ‘Field’) all arrayed in 
their best literary style against what 
looks to us like one lone spokesman 
for that government which we all put 
in with the blare of the trumpet and 
patriotic fervour, a few short year* 
agone. 

But since then a-Holier-than-thou— 
if-you-don't-make-me-projfe-it party 
has arisen, and the way so many of 
those erstwhile champions have tak¬ 
en its tenets to their bosom, we can’t 
help wondering if there isn’t a whole 
lot more of th® Pharisee than the 
farnler about some of them. All the 
world loves a true farmer, but a 
Pharisee posing as a farmer is a 
psuedo affair which we have no use 
for. And for this reason, we make 
bold to declare our preference for the 
Hon. Arthur Meighen, who if he hits 
hard, also hits fair,—who has the 
courage of his convictions, and the 
ability to carry out his promises, who 
avoids visionary theories and sticks 
to practical facts, whose vision is 
Dominion wide—not provincial—who, 
we venture to assert, has more of 
the statesman in his little finger than 
all the rest have put together, whoso 
is,-cons(>?’vativ«, not destructive^ 
and lastly, who has offered a real 
workable solution to the farmer for 
his marketing troubles, in the Go- 
vemment Wheat Board, a scheme 
which even Jas. Stewart says is pre¬ 
ferable to the co'mjpulsory wheat pool 
idea. 

‘Man in the Field’ claims that a 
purely agriculture riding can be ade¬ 
quately represented by a farmer. Get— 
tainly it can, but not in the way the 
U.F.'s elect their men, where in more 
than enough cases the nomination has 
gone to third choice because there 
was jealousy and ill-feeling rampant 
against the mien whose experience 
and knowledge made them the logi¬ 
cal choice. Being of farmer stock 
myself, and proud of it. I’d be the 
last one to deny that farmers had 
brains of a legislative order, given the 
needed training, but where in the 
natne of good farming has the aver¬ 
age farmer got the time to train? 
True, there are exceptions, but we 
don’t seem to have the sense to know 
them, when they present themselves, 
for our political favor, as yet we show 
an Inclination to nistake the echo, for 
the real thing. Look at Gould, of 
Areinlboine, for instance!—Got up In 
parliament,—^made a virulentt attack 
on the Wheat Board— and said he 
was going to paper his shack with 
his participation tickets. I’ll tell you 
frankly a man of his type would never 
have ben asked toi lejpive his little 
wooden hht, if the farmer electors 
had been on to their job. 

Maybe thohgh if I had known ot 
the presence is our agricultural rid¬ 
ing of three such agrarian Master¬ 
minds as mty opponents, I would have 
wobbled in my assertion. Let’s hope 
the bhsiness of farming wasn’t held 
up for the sake of administering this 
so neccessary ‘blowing-up’ But may 
I remind Master-mind the 3rd that in 
otir purely agricultural riding, wo 
have shop keepers, tradesmen, doc¬ 
tors, and all varieties of professional 
men, and th© fact that they are in 
the minority should by rights only 
make our 'equity* prof esstng U.P.s 


On the evening of Tuesday the 15th 
Mr J. R. Love, the new farmer mem¬ 
ber of the Provincial Parliament, for 
Battle River Riding, addressed a 
well attended mteting of the members 
of Green Meadows U. F. A., and oth¬ 
ers; at Green Meadows School house. 

In his opening remarks Mr. Love 
recounted some of his experiences in 
Scotland, whilst on leave during his 
active service at the front. He told 
amongst other things how the old 
Scottish clans, did their business, ag¬ 
ricultural and commercial, with one 
another, by barter, in the early days 
before money was known. 

From this he led to a short sum¬ 
mary of the origin and history of the 
industrial system, from thtn until the 
present day, emphasizing the point 
that all industry and commerce, had 
at the beginning, the fundamental 
idea of a ‘square deal’ and fair ex¬ 
change. 

!Mr. Love then discussed Canada’s 
tural problems, in regard to trade' 
and markets, and particularly the 
problem of Free Trade or Protection 
which is the main issue before us at 
present. In talking upon Reciprocity 
■with the United States, the speaker 
—sketched—briefly.-the life- of Sir Wil¬ 
fred Laurier the great exponent of the 
Idea. He recounted the admirable 
qualities and noble character of the 
great Liberal statesman who had 
‘consecrated his life to making Can¬ 
ada a nation. It is men like Laurier, 
he said, who are needed today with 
the interest^ of Canada at heart ‘ir¬ 
respective of party or creed’. 

In Laurier’s time Reciprocity had 
been defeated not from without but 
by the influence of the big manufac¬ 
turers in the tanks of the Liberal 
Party itself. 

Today as then, Canada’s need was 
for bigger markets and today the need 
was very much greater. One solu¬ 
tion of the problem was the settle¬ 
ment of the West, which is one log¬ 
ical outlet for Eastern products. In 
so much as this was true the prob¬ 
lems and need.s of the Wset are the 
problems and needs of Canada. We 
needed men with the Western view¬ 
point: men who could understand 

these problems would have to be, not 
politicians, but statesmen. 

Mr. Love cited the enormous 
growth of our erportations since ten 
years ago and urgent demand for 
greater markets. Could we have 
these without injustice to established 
manufactures. 

Canada was now no longer an in¬ 
fant nation. In 1918 she was the third 
largest exporter in the world. The 
annexation by the U.S.A. talk was 
ridiculous. 

Years ago Sir John A. MacDonald 
declared that the infant industries of Inter three days 
Canada needed protection: but 

strange to say, since that time these 
Infant industries in spite of the Pro¬ 
tection had not grown so much as we 
had expected. 

In one respect they had been like 
calv'es being fed too much milk.

The old Corn Laws of Britain with 
the heavy duty on imported wheat 
had made fortunes, not for the ordin¬ 
ary fanner or the working man hut 
for the I'ich land owners. 

Repeal of these laws had not ru 
ined agrlsulture in ilritain but had 
put it on its feet. 

Free Trade puts industry in its 
natural stand instead of ureating an 
artificial industrial system .

Europe can give us. 

Why then should we have to sell 
in this low market and but compelled 
to buy in the high priced Canadian 
market alone. We should be able to 
buy where we sell. 

If the farmers hai'e to sell below 
cost in order that trade conditions 
may become normal again, why not 
the manufacturers also? Should they 
not share in the necessary sacrifice. 

Mr. Love showed how Protection 
creates mouolopies, and these by 
system of closed shops in order to 
keep up prices cause unemployment. 
The leather industry, to day was em¬ 
ploying 4,000 men les,'s than in 1910. 

Industrie.', like cows should not be 
reckoned their numbers but by 

producers. We .shuold eliminate the 
non-produrers.' 

Agriculture is the “best Cow,” that 
[ Canada has, yet only 14 per cent of 
arable land is under cultivation. The 
future of Canada depend.! mainly on 
agriculture. So the agrioultural 
movem/ent cannot be a selfish one. 

Mr. Love in his concluding remarks 
spoke with admiration of the charact¬ 
er of Mr. Spencer the Farmers’ Can-^ 
didate for Battle River Riding in' the 
forthcoming Dominion Elections. He 
was a man to be depended upon. 

The speaker referred to the "Group 
System" of government as put for¬ 
ward by Mr. Woods. As Mr. Wood's 
had himself said it was still in the 
experimental stage but tho principle 
involved, was one , which in some 
form or other was the inevitable .sol¬ 
ution of our present administrative 
problem. ' 

.Mr. Love concluded his most in¬ 
teresting addre.'ls by expressing his 
belief in the various IT.F..A.. Locals 
as lieing great powers for good, in 
the communities. He .showed how 
an idea inaugurated by some obscure 
member in a Local could spread until 
at length it camo before the whole 
country. 

The mleeting came to an end by a 
most hearty vote of thanks to the 
speaker, for his really brilliant ad¬ 
dress.

SiscusRion on the framing of a definite 
policy on prohibition enforcement will 
be begun during the next week or ten 
Says. 

So far as can be ieamed the ultim¬ 
ate decision of the government is like¬ 
ly to be for an attempt at much more 
rigid enforcement of the existing li- 
qhor laws withoht radical changes, 
excepting possibly a limitation of 
monthley prescription forms to the 
doctors and a more thorough check on 
the distribution of liquor through the 
dimg stores. 

IThe advisability of holding a plebis¬ 
cite on the question of prohibition has 
not been ovei'iooked by the govern¬ 
ment but it now appears unlikely that 
isuch a vote will be taken for a time 
at least. Opinion seems to favor a 
most uncompromising effort at en¬ 
forcement of the present statutes 
first. 

It is known that the pressure which 
has existed for some months in the 
province to have Alberta adopt the 
British Columbia system of liquor 
control, has decreased materially 
within the last month or so, and 
there is now an agitation under way 
to urge the government to adopt the 
Quebec system of govefcnment con¬ 
trol of the ‘hard’ liquors and allow the 
general sale of beers and light wines. 
However, it seems safe to say that 
this policy will not eventually be en¬ 
dorsed by the government. 

As the situation stands to-day all 
indications point to a thorough and 
systematic effort to enforce the ex¬ 
isting legislation before any drastic 
alteration i.s propo-sed in the litjuor 
act. i
